| Kottbus, Germany, June 6.—A squad 
“Of trained mechanics from the great 
German air company, the Lufthansa, 
tonight in a swampy field near the 
hamlet of Klinge, about nine miles 
‘distant, are working feverishly to re- 
“pair the smashed propeller of the Bel- 
lanca plane Columbia. Obdurate to the 
‘entreaties of friendly German experts 
who want him to have his machine 
hauled to the flying field at Kottbus, 
“where the repairs can be effected eas- 
‘ily, Clarence D. Chamberlin still ad- 
theres to his determination to fly with 
his plane every yard of the way from 
New York to Berlin. 


This evening for the first time he 
weakened in his other resolve not to 
come to Berlin otherwise and now, 
yielding to the persuasion of the Ger- 
mans and Americans anxious to honor 
him immediately, says he will consent 
to come to Tempelhoferfeld tomorrow 
dn a crack German plane, which will 
be put at his disposal provided the re- 
pairs are not completed in time. The 
efforts to make a German propeller fit 
the machine proved futile, hence the 
Attempt to repair the propeller, which 
4s split through one arm as a result 
of the landing on the marshy clover 
field. 


Voluntary Guard Over Plane.

The Germans have shown a ready 

comprehension of Chamberlain’s am- 
bition and are straining every nerve 
to make it possible. The souvenir 
Yunters have not damaged the plane, 
the German sense of order having or- 
ganized a voluntary guard of the pop- 
tulation as soon the plane landed. Sur- 
rounding the voyagers from the fabu- 
Jously distant land with awe, the peas- 
ants of the hamlet of Klinge by tacit 
‘consent constituted the guard. Air 
‘mechanics rushed out from the flying 
field at Kottbus to help them. 
+ The guard allowed the eager citizens 
‘to pick up little splinters of the shat- 
‘tered propeller and shreds of American 
mewspapers from the plane, and to pass 
beside it in small groups. 

Amid the jagged splinters of the pro- 

speller as he climbed out Mr. Chamber- 
‘lin noted a four-leaf clover stuck fast. 
tHe took this as an omen that he will 
tyes drive the Columbia triumphantly 
‘to Tempelhoferfeld. 
t Tonight’s headquarters of the Ameri- 
‘can aviators who spanned the way from 
‘New York to central Europe, in 49 
thours, Kottbus in Spreewald, is one of 
tthe quaintest old towns in Germany. 
In the tenth century it was one of the 
most important outposts of civilization 
‘against the Slav barbarians. The pop- 
‘ulation is of Russian descent. 


Flying Still Like a Dream. 


+ Just as hundreds were returning from 
‘the church services, word was spread 
‘in Kottbus that the American fliers 
Shad landed—near the town. To the 
‘local population flying still is one of 
hose great, dreamlike mysteries. The 
wight of an airplane alone is an object 
‘to ponder over and enjoy a whole life- 
time. 
: Their joy knew no limit when they 
theard that the “miracle man” had come 
sto their country.

propeller struck the ground, putting the 
plane out of commission. . 
Chamberlin and Levine, who had just 
completed a flight of almost 4,000 miles, 
gave little indication that they had 


passed through a great physical ordeal. 

“We were forced to come down be- 
cause of a shortage in fuel and also 
motor trouble and while the spot that 
we picked out looked good from the 
air we soon discovered that we had 
dropped on dangerously swampy 
ground,” said Chamberlin. 

The aviators were brought to Kott- 
bus in a private automobile and went 
fo the Hotel Ansorge, where they were 
welcomed by local officials and asked 
to inscribe their names in the town’s 
“golden book” and handed an elab- 
orately carved goblet and invited to par- 
take of an “honor draft.” 

The town officials offered to send the 
Americans to Berlin by automobile, but 
both Chamberlin and Levine said they 
were determined to make, the last lap 
of their journey by alr. 

Berlin, June 6 (By A. P.).—After one 
of the most spectacular flights in the 
history of aviation, Clarence D, Cham- 
berlin and Charles A. Levine are wait- 
ing patiently at the town of Kottbus, 
an hour’s distance by air from Berlin, 
for the morrow, when they hope to 
come sailing over the German capital, 
as they originally intended when they 
started from New York in. thelr own 
plane, Columbia. ) 

There is disappointment in Berlin 
that the flight did not end at Tempel- 
hofer Field. There many thousands 
gathered last night and remained for 
hours, watching as eagerly for the Co- 
lumbia as fhe people of Paris watched 


German aviation services, and the cor- 
respondent, who flew to Kottbus in a 
special air plane. 


Chamberlin Disappointed. 


Chamberlin is disapointed that they 
failed to reach Berlin directly, but the 
joy and exaltation of the crowds con- 
vince him that even if they failed to 
reach their goal in one great swoop, 
every man, woman and child is proud 
of his achievement.

Thus much. of their fuel 
was used, and, coming to end of their 
petrol supply, with engine trouble 
looming up, they were forced to descend 
about 6 in the morning for supplies to 
continue their voyage. Then came the 
short flight from the vicinity of Eisle- 
ben to Klinge, not far from Kottbus, 
where they put up for the day and the 
night. 


May Be Ready by Noon. 


Chamberlin hopes to heve his mono- 
plane sufficiently restored by noon to- 
morrow to enable him to make his de- 
ferred aerial entry into Berlin. 


When this intention was made 
known to the officials of the American 
Embassy and the German government, 
measures were taken at once to hurry 
&® new propeller to Klinge, near Kott- 
bus, where the Columbia is stranded, 
to replace the one which was broken 
when Chamberlin made his second 
forced landing on German soil. 

While the plane rests in a difficult 
position, he hopes to be able to effect 
repairs and get it in the air by tomor- 
row, and he has informed the airdome 
Officials that he intends to land at 
Templehofer airdome some time tomor- 
row afternoon. 

The welcoming ceremonies, which 
were to have been carried out today, 
will take place then, and at their con- 
clusion, the pilot of the Columbia and 
his passenger, Charles A. Levine, will be 
escarted to the American Embassy, 
which will be their home during their 
Berlin sojourn. 


Will Meet Von Hindenburg 


On Wednesday Chamberlin will be 
presented to President von Hindenburg, 
who already has cabled to President 
Coolidge his felicitations to the Ameri- 
can Nation on the successful flight. 
Chancellor Marx, in behalf of the Ger- 
man government, has sent congratula- 
tions to Chamberlin and Levine at 
Kottbus, while the American Embassy | 
already is deluged with cablegrams and 
telegrams to be relayed to the Ameri- 
can airmen.

Los Angeles, June 6 (By A. P.).—

At the sheriff’s office an hour later 
Miss Burke had experienced a change 
of heart and told the officers she and 
La Jotte had been sweethearts for years 
and had simply gone for a plane ride. 
The sheriff released the pair after brief 
questioning. ‘ 

Sheriff's deputies were sent to the 
airport after the sheriff received a re- 
port that the alleged kidnaping plane 
had landed there. 

The alleged kidnaping of Miss Burke, 
attractive San Diego girl, was the re- 
sult of an infatuation La Jotte formed 
for her when the two met on an Alaska- 
bound boat three years ago. La Jotte 
at that time was on his way to Alaska 
to give exhibition flights and on his 
return came to San Diego. Later he 
was an instructor at North Island and 
then entered the air mail service in 
Florida. Several months ago he re- 
turned to San Diego and Los Angeles, 
living in the latter city and doing com- 
mercial flying.

The nonstop flight of the Bellanca 
monoplane, Columbia, piloted by 
Chamberlin, with Charles A. Levine as 
his companion, ended at Eisleben, Sax- 
ony, 110 miles southwest of Berlin, at 
5 o'clock this morning (11 p. m. East- 
ern standard time), when the fuel sup- 
ply was exhausted. 

Taking to the air again, the filers 
made a brave attempt to reach Berlin, 
but apparently lost their way in the 
cloud banks and adverse winds encoun- 
tered during the morning, and came 
down at last in a marshy fleld at the 
village of Klinge, near Kottbus, Bran- 
denburg, 70 miles southeast of the capi- 
tal. The wheels of the Columbia set- 
tled into the marshy ground and fur- 
ther progress was impossible. 


Could Have Reached Berlin. 


The plane had traveled 120 miles 
from Eisleben, and if headed ‘in the 


Berlin.” 

The fliers failed to achieve their goal, 
Berlin, but they established a new long- 
distance sustained flight record, having 
covered about 3,900 miles from Roose- 
velt Field, New York, to Eisleben. 

Starting from Roosevelt Field at 6:05 
a. m., Saturday, they had been in the 
air 42 hours when forced to land at 
Eisleben, as compared with 3314 hours 
for Capt. Lindbergh’s 3.610-mile flight 
from New York to Paris a little over 
two weeks ago. 

News of the Columbia’s start and the 
subsequent dispatches telling of their 
progress had brought Berlin to fever 
heat, and the great Tempelhofer Field, 
nucleus for a web of commercial air 
lines, was massed with crowds waiting 
to welcome the Americans. Many wait- 
-ed all night.

Quaint Gabled Roofs of Eisle- 
ben, Germany, Hundreds 
of Years Old. 


WOMEN IN COSTUMES 
WORN CENTURIES AGO 


Klinge, Where Flier Also Stop- 
ped, Near Forests of 
Middle Ages. 


New York, June 6 (By A. P.).—Klinge, 
the name of the little German town 
where Clarence Chamberlin and Charles 
Levine came to earth today, means ring, 
as a bell, in English, Dr. Karl Von Lew- 
inski, consul general for Germany, said 


today, 

“I’m glad,” he said, “that they made 
Germany the destination of their rec- 
ord-breaking flight. They not only made 
themselves famous, but also made the 
‘name of Klinge a word that will ring 
out through the century. I know that 
my countrymen will welcome whole- 
heartedly these two gallant men.” 

Ernst Schmitz, of the German Rail- 
roads, today gave the following descrip- 
tion of Klinge: 

“The little village of Klinge is on the 
outskirts of the City of Kottbus and 
on the main railroad line from Kottbus 
to Forst, cities known to every American 
importer of textiles. The countryside 
north of Kottbus, toward Berlin, forms 
the remnants of one of those giant for- 
ests of the Middle Ages which then 
dotted all parts of Central Europe. 


Beautiful Vacation Land. 


“It took the Germans centuries of 
intensive work to make out of this 
wilderness that beautiful vacation land, 
one of the tourist districts known to 
thousands of Americans, which is to- 
day the Spreewald, where the streets 
are rivers and the avenues canals, and 
where the common means of transpor- 
tation is broad-bottomed boats in the 
summer and sleds and skates in the 
wenter; where even the fire depart- 
ment and mail carriers attend to their 
duties traveling on water or ice. 

“Kottbus, a city more than 1,000 
years old, where walls and other parts 
of medieval fortifications still remind 
of centuries long bygone, has through 
ceaseless efforts contributed much to 
bring about the change of the sur- 
rounding land from a wilderness to a 
veritable fairyland, in clearing and 
cultivating the territory for which 
Klinge, where the fliers came down, 
forms a part. 

“For Chamberlin and Levine it must 
have been a picturesque sight and a 
surprise to find, in the middle of Ger- 
many, people dressed in quaint color- 
ful costumes of several hundred years 
ago. Part of the women’s dress is 
the wide-winged headgear of many 
yards of vari-colored linen, laces and 
embroidery. The flapper’s short skirt 
is unknown here; for the women still 
wear long, bulky hoopskirt-like 
dresses. 

“The first spot in which Chamberlin 
and Levine touched German soil, the 
city of Eisleben, must also have made 
a deep impression on the intrepid 
American fliers. It is one of those very 
old and historically interesting places 
that illustrates so vividly the contrasts 
between our twentieth century world 
and the spirit that was back of the 
glorious feat of the two men, and that 
quaint medieval atmosphere which 
lingers over so many German cities and 
has been preserved to this day. 

“What a sight it must have been to 
the two Americans; only a few hours 
after the skyscrapers of New York, the 
majesty of the ocean and the dangerous 
night over the European continent, to 
find themselves suddenly in the midst 
of historical memories which rank 
among the most important of civiliza- 
tion. 

“Eisleben is a truly medieval town, 
with churches many hundred years 
old, with high gabled roofs and a town 
hall dating back to the fifteenth cen- 
tury. On the old market place stands 
@ statue of Martin Luther, who was 
born in a house nearby, and whose 
death chamber is shown in a house 
opposite St. Andrew’s Church, stil 
containing the pulpit from which the 
great reformer preached.”

Plane With His Feet. 


New York, June 6.-—Tales of the. 
daring and ability of Clarence Cham- 
berlin, pilot of the transatlantic mono- 
plane Columbia and holder of the 
world record for both distance and 


duration flying, were being told today 
by news photographers with whom he 
has worked for the last seven years. 

Chamberlin was employed not only 
to transport pictures of news events 
by airplane but also to take photo- 
graphs from the air himself. He was 
accustomed to fly alone and landed in 
many almost impossible spots. . 

‘He landed on a stretch of farm land 
25 by 250 feet. at Plymouth, Vt., to 
take aboard rush pictures of the 
funeral of Calvin Coolidge, jr., and 
took off again from the same small 
stretch. Other difficult places he has 
landed on were the cement foundation 
of @ garage and its gravel driveway and 
the inclosed yard of a prison. 

At Hasbrouck Heights, N. J., it was 
said he was accustomed to land at 
night in his own front yard, keeping 
his plane there under:a tarpaulin ready 
Zor hurry calls. Mrs. Chamberlin used 
to light a lamp on the porch to guide 
him home. 

Chamberlin was especially successful 
in taking pictures of fires. His system 
was to fly above the fire, sit up on the 
edge of the cockpit with the control 
stick between his feet, cut off his en- 
gine and sideslip as close as he dared. 
Then he would take his picture, climb 


back to his seat, start the engine and 
be off for his lan ace. 

At the time of the Zev-Pa horse 
race Chamberlin was to deliver 
the pictures to the Leviathan after the 
steamer had left its dock. He flew 300 
miles out to sea in an endeavor to ful- 


had to return with the pictures. 

A narrow cinder roadway leading to 
the old concrete floor of a small hangar 
destroyed by fire several years ago is

There was a high wind 
blowing and the bumps were awful. 
We came down fast, but he leveled off, 
slowed the ship and landed in a potato 
patch.

New York, June 6 (By A. P.). 
Marked similarity exists in the two 
monoplanes that have spanned the 
Atlantic in flights from New York to 
Europe. 


A slightly greater fuel capacity and a 
larger cabin mainly distinguished the 
Bellanca monoplane Columbia from the 
Spirit of St. Louis, the Ryan plane of 
Capt. Charles A, Lindbergh.

Its cruising radius is 5,800 
miles.

Bertaud said when Lindbergh landed 
in Paris he gave up all plans for a 
transatlantic flight. He believed the 
flight should have been delayed until 
Lindbergh returned to America and re- 
ceived the plaudits of the American 
people. “It would have been better for 
aviation—better sportsme@nship, better 
for all concerned. Lindergh was en- 
titled to all the glory,” Ne said. He 
called attention to the sportsmanjike 
manner in which Commander Byrd gave 
up his plans for a transatlantic flight. 

“I believe Chamebrliin’s flight is a 
great accomplishment, though unfor- 
tunate because it was made at this 
particular time,” Bertaud said. 


Bellanca Reached Land 
Of Eels and Cucambers 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Kottbus, near where Chamberlin and 
Levine made their landing, is de- 
scribed by the National Geographic 
Society as the “Fall River of Prussia,” 
because 6,000 persons are employed 
there in the woaglen and cotton mills. 

Klinge and Cottbus, or Kottbus, lie 
on the edge of the low, flat wooded re- 
gions known as the Spreewald Swamp, 
land of the Wends, c fragment of a 
lost tribe, who live largely by their eel 
traps, cucumber patches and their more 
prosaic hayfields and cherry patches. 
These Wends are the descendants of a 
band of fugitives who, when the Goths 
laid waste to western Europe, hid for 
safety in the great swamps near the 
Oder. 

“The Spreewald eel, slim and slip- 
pery, is enshrined itn the songs and tra- 
ditions of this singular community,” 
the society says. “A Spreewald swamp 
home without its eel traps would he 
like a chicken farm without chicken 
coops. 

“Cucumbers lie in heaps at every 
turn; punts piled high with the cu- 
cumbers are being poled to market at 
Burg or Kottbus; men, women afid 
children are plucking, peeling or eat- 
in; cucumbers, and sleep on piles of 
them.” 


Bellanca Plane Sold 
To Levine for $25,000 


New York, June 6 (By A. P.).—The 
New York American says the Bellanca 
monoplane Columbia was sold last 
November to Charles A. Levine and the 
Columbia Aircraft Corporation for $25,- 
000, more than double the price for 
Which it had been offered in August. 
After its construction by the Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation, it was ad- 
vertised for sale at $12,000. When no 
buyers appeared, the Columbia was 
flown to Chicago and entered in the 
air-mail service by the National Air 
Transport.

New York, June 6 (By A.. P.)—In 
technical air language, Chamberlin 
flew a “sesqui” or a “plane and a half’ 
to, Germany. 

The Columbia’ receives this tech- 
nical designation by virtue of the pe- 
cullar struts which support its lemon 
yellow wing sections. These struts. 
which the lay observer normally would 
overlook, are considered one of the out- 
standing contributions which have 
been made to the science of aerodynam- 
ics by the designer, G. M. Bellanca. 
The struts are so placed as to act as 
additional wing surface, giving the 
Columbia a wing power somewhere be- 
tween that of a monoplane and a bi- 
plane. The struts extend diagonally 
on each side from the body of the

“Spread the news, will you?” the 
father asked.

The several hours of intensity had 
visibly affected the filers’ parents after 
word had been received that they 
might have been lost in the heavy 
rains near Berlin. 

Asked if he was sorry that kis son 
bad not reached Berlin, Mr. Cham- 
berlin said: “Oh, I don’t know, it’s a 
record nonstop flight and that’s what 
they were after.

Chamberlin Learned to Fly 
in Army Air Service Dur- 
ing World War. 


Pausing for a moment in the making 
of elaborate plans for the return of 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, official 
Washington yesterday paid its tribute 
of laudation to Clarence D. Chamber- 
lin, pilot of the Bellanca plane, which, 
with Charles A. Levine as a passenger, 
established a new world record for dis- 
tance flying by landing in Germany 
after taking-off from New York. 

President Coolidge, members of his 
cabinet, airplane enthusiasts and lay- 
men, whose thoughts were already con- 
centrated on aviation through Lind- 
bergh’s feat, either cabled their con- 
gratulations to the American air heroes 
in Germany, or expressed here their ad- 
miration of the Bellanca’s performance. 

The flight was hailed as a “won- 
derful feat” by President Coolidge in a 
cablegram sent to Chamberlin through 
the American Embassy in Germany. 


“Wonderful Feat,” Coolidge Says. 


“Congratulations upon your wonder- 
ful feat in setting a new nonstop rec- 
ord in conquest of the air,” the Presi- 
dent cabled. “Our country rejoices with 
me in your safely making first sus- 
tained flight from America to Germany 
with our greetings to its people.” , 

Cabinet officers directly concerned 
with aviation saw great significance in 
the second bridging of the Atlantic by 
an American plane piloted by Ameri- 
}cans. The Secretary of the Navy, the 
Secretary of War and the Postmaster 
General all declared that the flight is a 
concrete step toward realization of the 
roseate dreams conjured up by the 
Lindbergh trip. 

All discussion of the bestowal of pos- 
sible governmental honors on Cham- 
berlin were held in abeyance pending 
completion of the honoring of Lind- 
bergh. Officials have given but little 
thought to awards which might be 
made to Chamberlin, but in many cir- 
cles it was felt that the only possible 
decoration for him was the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross, the first of which 
will be presented to Col. Lindbergh 
Saturday. Any other medals or awards 
would necessarily wait upon the con- 
vening of Congress, it was pointed out. 

Postmaster General New and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Wilbur were among 
those who most readily commented on 
the significance of the Bellanca’s flight. 


Flight West Seen by New. 


The “marvelous thing” which the 
Bellanca plane has done reveals “not 
of future possibilities but of present 
day fact in aviation,” the Postmaster 
General declared. He asserted that the 
eastward trip of two planes denotes 
that the Atlantic can also be bridged 
by planes fiying from Europe. The 
achievements, he continued, suggest 
“some very fine possibilities and give 
the world occasion for very serious 
thought.” —~ 

Action of the motors used in both 
the Bellanca and the Ryan plane of 
Lindbergh’s was hailed as being of the 
greatest significance by Secretary of 
the Navy Wilbur. While reluctant to 
predict when regular transatlantic air 
service might be accomplished, the Sec- 
retary pointed out that every demon- 
Stration of the work of motors upon 
which the Navy and commercial firms 
aré working has shown that such a 
thing is imminently possible.

No Such Things as Frontiers 
.in Appreciating Bravery, 
One Paper Says. 


LONDON, ROME, PARIS 
ALL JOIN IN LAUDATION 


Atlantic No Longer ‘Exists, It 
Is Held, So Far as Modern 
Flying Is Concerned. 


London, June 6 (By A. P.).—Comple- 
tion of the second transatlantic hop 
from New York within sixteen days 
brought a chorus of admiring comment 
from the evening papers here today. 

The Evening News says all the world 
congratulates Chamberlin and Levine 
and their country on this second flight 
across the Atlantic, which is as dra- 
matic as -Capt. Lindebergh’s voyage. 
“The United States may well be proud 
of its ocean fiiers,” says the News, con- 
tinuing: 

“The welcome to Lindebergh here and 
in Paris and Brussels shows that in the 
appreciation of bravery there are no 
such things as frontiers. The United 
States is becoming used to world cham- 
pionskips, and here is a new one.” 

The problem of transatlantic flying 
has passed out of its first stage, re- 
flects the Evening Standard. It says 
that the filers who first crosses the At- 
lantic with the help of; say, a floating 
depot or perhaps by refueling in air 
from a plane sent up from a liner, will 
not have done anything as spectacular 
as Lindbergh and Chamberlin did, but 
will have done just as much toward 
bringing’ the feat into the sphere of 
practical utiltly. 


Making Spectacular History. 


“America certainly is making spec- 
tacular kistory in aviation,” remarks 
the Evening Star. “Twice within a 
week or so its airmen have flown across 
the Atlantic. Lindbergh’s feat already 
has been excelled. It is a remarkable 
triumph.” 

The Evening Star concludes that the 
success of both flights indicates they 
were based on cool, deliberate calcula- 
tion rather than reckless daring. 

The possibility that the American 
trans-Atlantic plane Columbia had as 
its mysterious destination the city of 
Vilna, home town of the father of 
Charlies A. Levine, was suggested today 
by the Evening News. 

“What a dramatic return!” says the 
paper. “The poor boy coming back to 
his father’s home town as a million- 
aire in an airplane from the land of 
fortune beyond the seas.” 

The paper, stating that Mr. Levine’s 
parents left Vilna as emigrants 36 years 
ago, says that the course followed by 
the Columbia would indicate that it 
was heading toward Poland and Lith- 
uania, rather than Berlin when it was 
forced down and that the exact desti- 
nation had been kept a secret to the 
very last, thus supporting this theory.

Paris, June 6 (By A. P.).—Paris, 
which gave its heart and hand to Capt.

Press and pub’’: are asking how long 
it will be before regular commercial 
airplane service is established across 
the Atlantic. It is confidently predicted 
that the inauguration of such service 
is fast approaching. 

“The Atlantic no longer exists,” de- 
clares one paper. 

Others remark that what a fortnight 
ago was a great sporting gesture seems 
already on the way to becoming an as- 
sured means of commerce. 

But Paris declares no flight can ever 
dim the glory that is Lindberg’s. 

“Lindbergh remains for us the most 
accomplished symbol of juvenile audac- 
ity, courage and faith,” writes Leon 
Bailby in L’Intransigeant. He was a 
messenger of the sky. Nothing can 
stain h legend which remains as 
charming and as pure as a page of the 
missal.” 

“Miss Columbia has crossed the At- 
lantic,” was the headline in nearly 
every morning paper in Paris. 

French air authorities demonstrated 
their interest in the flight in a prac- 
tical manner. All*night long search- 
lights and lighthouses blazed trails 
from Cherbourg to Marseille, so that 
the plane could find its way when it 
reached France. Great lights of Paris, 
Dijon and Lyons swept the skies, and 
for much of the time rockets and para- 
chute flares illuminated the air route 
high over Le Bourget air field. 

“Impossible” Is Pleasure Jaunt. 

Capt. Lindbergh’s amazing flight did 
not exhaust Parisian adjectives. Com- 
menting on Chamberlin’s flight, the 
Petit Parisien says: “It is a new tri- 
umph for American aviation. It is also 
a reward for energy, courage and perse- 


‘verance.” 


“The impossible of yesterday is be- 
coming a pleasure jaunt,” comments the 
Petit Journal, lengthily comparing 
American achievements with French 
attempts. “Shortly Commander Byrd 
will come,” it adds: “Then in a month 
another dauntless one, and he will be 
hardly more than a tourist.” 

The paper says there is a moral in 
American ability to produce men who 
do such things, who build such motors 
and ships.

HELPING WINDS AT SEA 


Kottbus, Germany, June 6 (By A. P.) 
Favorable winds enabled the Columbia 
to negotiate the open sea between Cape 
Race and the British Isles in 21 hours, 
and it was not until Chamberlin en- 
tered the channel that the meteorolo- 
gical conditions turned unfavorable. 


Describing. the remarkable flight, in 
the course of an informal narrative, 
Chamberlin said: “When we got above 
Boulogne-sur-Mer we decided to steer 
@ northeasterly course and headed for 
Coblenz, although I don’t know wheth- 
er we actually flew in that direction.” 

Contrary to previous intentions, 
which contemplated a northerly course 
direct to Cologne, Hanover and Berlin, 
the Columbia v.-red to the south, 
which accounts for the location of its 
first forced landing near Eisleben. 

“About 5:30 im the morning,” con- 
tinued Chamberlin, “I observed that 
we were running low on fuel, and: so 
decided to drop down for replenish- 
ment. The refilling of the petrol tanks 
was one of the most disagreeable func- 
tions of our trip. 

“We threw empty cans overboard, and 
occastonally a full one went that way, 
too; but I was desirous of reducing the 
ballast.” 

The taking on of 100 litres of petrol, 
which had to be hauled on a bicycle 
from a distant garage, delayed Cham- 
berlin for almost 3 hours this morning. 
For this reason also the Columbia met 
with misfortune by driving into fog and 
rains, which eventually forced her off 
her route to Berlin. 

Chamberlin was obliged to come down 
for fuel about 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. He found himself in a rural ham- 
let near Eisleben. An _ enterprising 
townsman, scented the cause of the 
American plane’s difficulty and got in 
touch with the owner of a garage in a 
neighboring town, who agreed to sell 
Chamberlin his available supply of 
petrol It amounted to 100 litres, which 
had to be transported in small install- 
ments on a bicycle. 

The re-stocking process consumed 
three hours, and there was further de- 
lay when the local customs officials de- 
manded to know whether tht Columbia 
carrietd dutiable commodities.

New York, June 6 (By A. P.).—Mrs 
Wilda Chamberlin, wife of the pilot 
of the Bellanca monoplane Columbia, 
was given a check for $15,000 today to 
carry to her husband in Germany 
Mrs. Grace Levine, wife of the financial 
backer of the flight and passenger-re- 
lief-pilot-navigator, was given a gold 
watch to take to her husband. 

After ceremonies in the Brooklyn 
borough hall, at which the presenta- 
tions were made by the Brooklyn,Cham- 
ber of Commerce, of which Levine is a 
member, the fliers’ wives left for their 
homes to prepare to sail at midnight to 
rejoin their husbands. 

The journey that took Clarence D. 
Chamberlin and Charles A. Levine less 
than two days will take the wives ten 
days. They chose the first ship sailing 
after success of the flight was establish- 
ed, the Berlin, of the North German 
Lloyd Line, which will arrive in Bremen 
on June 17. 

Besides the gifts for the fliers which 
the wives received, the women them- 
selves were given personal tokens of 
esteem. Mrs. Chamberlin received a trav- 


eling bag and Mrs. Levine a wrist watch. 


The wives will have as traveling com- 
panions Mrs. Charles C. Leckwood, wife 
of the former State senator, who is a 
close personal friend of Levine, and 
Samuel Hartman, Levine’s attorney. 
The morning and early afternoon 
passed without either wife hearing di- 
rectly from her husband, but neither 
showed any concern over this. “We 
would much rather have them sleep,” 
Mrs. Chamberlin said, speaking both for 
herself and Mrs. Levine. “They need 
it and will cable when they wake up.” 


Radiogram Arrives. 


The long wordless wait, however, was 
broken when Mrs. Chamberlin returned 
from the Brooklyn ceremonies and was 
handed a radiogram at her hotel. The 
message, from her husband, had been 
filed at Kottbus, Germany, at 7 o’clock 
p. m. German time, and read: “Safe 


in Germany. Love, Clarence.” 

Prior to the Brooklyn ceremonies Mrs. 
Chamberlin and Mrs. Levine slept in 
the morning for the first time since 
their husbands took off from Roosevelt 
field. All night they had kept vigil, 
receiving press reports of the plane’s 
progress as it, scudded through the 
night sky of Europe. 

Telegrams of congratulation on the 
successful flight of their husbands 
were received by Mrs. Chamberlin and 
Mrs. Levine from Ambassador Maltzan 
at Washington. Congratulations to the

Little Rock, Ark., June 6 (By A. P.).— 
Farfners and their wives, busy rehabili- 
tating their homes after the recent 
flood, have been forced to lay aside the 
plow and cook apron again and flee be- 
fore new high waters in eastern Arkan- 
sas. 

But recently returned from refugee 
camps, where they spent several pre- 
cious spring weeks while their farm- 
lands were under water, 500 families 
in Crittenden County have had to 
leave. It was estimated that: between 
15,000 and 20,000 persons in the east- | 
ern part of the State will be homeless 
again soon, 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover and @ 
party of relief officials decided today to 
extend their visit here until tomorrow 
because of the new threat. They came 
to discuss rehabilitation and remained 
to consider relief problems. 

Arkansas’ four largest rivers, the 
Arkansas, White, Black and St. Francis, 
have risen to dangerous. stages, the 
Weather Bureau announced today. 
Heavy rains have been falling for sev- 
eral days along the headwaters of the 
Arkansas and that river will reach al- 
most flood stage at Fort Smith, on the 
western border, tomorrow, the Weather 
Bureau predicted. Flood stage there is 
22 feet. 

The rivers are at flood stage in some 
of the eastern counties and flowing 
through old breaks in the levees. 
Lands on which farmers had started re- 
planting crops were being reinundated, 
county and district flood relief chair- 
men reported at today’s conference, 


A Contrasting Picture. 


New Orleans, June 6 (By A. P.).— 

The flood situation in the lower and 
central Mississippi Valley presented a 
contrasting picture tonight. 
. While the crest of the April and May 
fiood tapered out to sea both through 
the main channel and through broken 
dikes and down the Atchafalaya River 
Basin a new but smaller crest moved 
down the Mississippi, maintaining flood 
stages from St. Louis to the Gulf. 

With Arkansas streams reported re- 
inundating lands from where the April 
fiood had receded, prospects were that 
the flood in the lower Mississippi Val- 
lay, particularly in the Tensas and 
Atchafalaya basins, would be pro- 
longed. 

No rise is predicted for the inun- 
dated portions of Louisiana, however, 
and plans for rehabilitation went for- 
ward with assurance from the Weather ' 
Bureau that the water now in sight 
would not upset the program. 

Water was rapidly receding in the 
Tensas Basin and was falling on the 
western side of the Atchafalaya, where 
the Bayou des Glaises levee broke more 
than three weeks ago. Water from the 
McCrea crevasse on the eastern bank 
of the Atchafalaya has inundated the 
“sugar bowl’ of Louisiana, but the tide 
was reported falling in the north part 
and falling slowly in the vicinity of 
Morgan City.

Supreme Court Opinion Says 
Firm Is Not Guilty of Price- 
fixing Charge.

The International Harvester Co. was 
held by the Supreme Gourt yesterday to 
have complied with the consent decree 
arranged to restore competitive markct 
conditions in its field. 

After a Sherman antitrust suit had 
been filed by the Government in 1912, 
a decree was entered in 1918 provid- 
ing that if competitive conditions were 
not restored within eighteen months 
after the. end of the World War, the 
Supreme Court could take further ac- 
tion. The Government went back into 
the courts of 1928, but lost the decision 
and the appeal to the Supreme Court 
followed. . 

Justice Sanford, in delivering the 
opinion, said that “it does not appear 
that since the entry of the consent de- 
cree the International company has 
used its capital and resources for the 
purpose or with the effect of restrain- 
ing and suppressing the interstate 
trade in harvesting machinery; or that 
it has at any time controlled and dom- 
inated the trade in harvesting machin- 
ery by the regulation of the prices.”

The 
White House announcement yesterday 
served to dispel reports here that Am- 
bassador Gibson might not head the 
delegation and that some one not con- 
nected with official life might be given 
the chairmanship. It quieted also the 
belief in some quarters that Secretary 
Kellogg himself might make the trip 

The State Department’s staff of ad- 
visers will include Allen W. Dulles, 
former head of the Near Eastern divi- 
sion of the department, who was a 
member of this country’s representation 
at early disarmament conferences at 
Geneva. 

While in the department, Mr. Dulles 
was charged with handling the League 
of Nations disarmament affairs and it is 
because of his understanding of the 
question that he has been designated 
legal adviser to the delegation.

“Following this ceremonial program, 
appropriate programs will be broadcast 
from the studios of the National Broad- 
casting Co., in New York, until 9 
o’clock, when the proceedings of the re- 
ception to be tendered Lindbergh by 
by Secretary of State Kellogg and the 
Minnesota Society, and the tribute by 
the National Press Club, during which 
Lindbergh will speak of his experiences, 
will be broadcast by the National 
Broadcasting Co. to associated stations 
in all parts of the United States.” 

Upward of 50 stations will be in on 
the hook-up, it was announced, Graham 
McNamee will be the announcer at the 
Monument Grounds. 

The National Aeronautical .Associa- 
tion, of which Col. Lindbergh ts a mem- 
ber, has extended an invitation to the 
flier to be its guest at a luncheon 
Monday. However, it is understood 
that Lindbergh will take off early Mon- 
day morning for New York. 

Porter Adams, president of the asso- 
ciation, is on his way here from the 
South to greet Col. Lindbergh. He was 
in San Antonio, Tex., with Assistant 
Secretary of War Davison when he 
learned of Lindbergh’s feat, and he 
sent the following cablegram to the 
flier:

DR. FRANK REPETTI, 68,

He has great familiarity with the duties 
of the office and carries with him to 
its headship the traditions that have 
secured such distinguished and useful 
service Ry Mr. Stansbury and his prede- 
cessors with the probability of a life of 
long usefulness,” the announcement 
said.

Pay- 
son, Daniel Carroll Payson and Sandra 
Helen Payson, all of Manhassett, also 
receive bequests from the residuary 
estate. 

Distribution of the residuary estate is 
dependent upon “the absolute owner- 
ship of the capital of a certain trust 
fund now held for my benefit, under a 
deed of trust dated June 25, 1903, and 
executed between my uncle, Oliver H. 
Payne, as a party of the first part, and 
Lewis Cass Ledyard and myself, as par- 
ties of the second part.” 

The will provides that if this capital 
has been paid to him at the time of his 
death his entire residuary estate. will 
go to certain employes, including D. 
Gault, who were employed by Mr. 
Whitney at his office at 14 Wall street. 
Other employes to receive bequests are 
Clara L. Weithas, $25,000; Edna M. 
Blackmar, $25,000; Nell C. De Bruin,

Home Also Goes to Wife. 


Mr. Whitney's New York home at 
972 Fifth avenue and the land owned 
by him at Plandome, Nassau county, 
were among the real estate left to his 
wife. 

Lawyers, who knew of the trust and 
who were most intimate with Mr. 
Whitney’s affairs refused to state 
whether or not the principal of the 
trust fund had passed into Mr. Whit- 
ney’s hands at the time of his death, 
but it is believed that it had. Mr. 
Whitney’s uncle, Oliver H. Payne, is 
known to have left $3,951,427 to him 
when he died in 1917. 

In making these bequests, Mr. Whit- 
ney stated: “It would be agreeable to 
me that each of the above legacies 
should constitute a part of the endow- 
ment fund of the institution receiving 
the same, the income-to be used for its 
corporate purpose; but this expression 
of my wish shall not be taken to pre- 
vent the institution from applying any 
part of the capital of the legacy to the 
acquisition of additional real estate, 
buildings, equipment, facilities, fur- 
nishings or other pfoperty which its 
governing board may deem desirable for 
the development and extension of its 
public services.” 

Ten shares were also left to the So- 
clety of the New York Public Hospital, 
“to be applied to the development and 
maintenance of neurological psychiatric 
work in New York City.”

MADHOUSE 


Three St. Elizabeths Women 
Inmates Say Pantouris 
Was Clubbed to Death. 


ASSAILANT IS DESCRIBED 


Fearing that the “madhouse mur- 
derer,” who killed Chris Panturis, 36 
years old, an inmate at St. Elizabeths 
Hospital Saturday afternoon, may be 
roaming the asylum grounds seeking 
another victim, police last night laid 
plans for an intensive investigation to 
establish the identity of the killer. 

A coroner’s jury at an inquest at the 
District morgue yesterday dispelled all 
doubts that Panturis may have been 
fatally injured by a fall. An autopsy 
performed by Deputy Coroner Herbert 
Martyn showed that Panturis had been 
struck in the back of the head with 4 
heavy blunt instrument. His skull had 
been crushed by the blow. 

The jury, after deliberating for only 
a few moments, declared that Pan- 
turis’ death was caused by a “blow 
from a blunt instrument in the hand 
of a person unwnown to the jury.” 
Physicians testified that it would have 
been almost impossibie for Panturis to 
have received the injury to his head in 
a fall. 

Three women inmates from St. Eliza- 
beths testified that they saw a bearded 
man sneak up behind Panturis while 
he was walking on the lawn in front 
of the administration building shortly 
after 2 o’clock Saturday afternoon and 
strike him with a club “the size of a 
policeman’s club.” After Panturis fell 
to the ground, the women said, the 
murderer continued to strike him with 
the club. 

Shortly ‘after Panturis was killed, 
hospital officials ‘placed Joseph Na- 
polini, *a patient, under guard. He 
answered the description of Panturis’ 
assailant, but the women could not 
identify him as the man. Dr. Arthur 
P. Noyes, assistant superintendent of 
the hospital, said that Napolini denied 
any knowledge of the crime. 

Headquarters Detective Edward J. 
Kelly, one of the murder specialists of 
the Police Department, and Detective 
George Darnall have been ~ ‘signed to 
track down the murderer. They will 
be assisted by police of the Eleventh 
Precinct and, if mecessary, other detec- 
tives from the Central Bureau, Inspec- 
tor Pratt said. 


FALLS FOUR FLOORS: 
GOES BACK TO WORK 


William Adams Walks Out of 
Hospital After Doctors 
Diagnose “Shock.” 


William Adams, 44 years old, 18 
Dingman Court southeast, fell four 
floors from a new building under con 
struction at 1616 K street northwest 
yesterday and later returned to work. 

Fellow workers who saw Adams’ body 
hurtling through the air, summoned an 
ambulance from Emergency Hospital. 
fearing that he had been fatally in- 
jured. Despite Adams’ protests, he was 
taken to the hospital for an examina- 
tion. 

Physicians told Adams that he was 
suffering from shock and he walked 
from the hospital and went back to 
work. 


Snyder Denies Aiding 
Fugitive From Ohio 


“No one in my office did anything 
to prevent W E. Eckerman, agent of 
the State of- Ohio, from taking charge 
of the alleged fugitive, Benny Marks.’ 
United States Marshal Edgar C. Snyder 
stated yesterday in response to a com- 
plaint filed with the Department of 
Justice. The complaint criticized the 
marshal and his deputies and inferred 
that they prevented Eckerman from 
taking Marks out of the District until 
counsel for the latter could sue out a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

On motion of Assistant District At- 
torney Neil Burkinshaw, Justice Siddons 
directed the removal of Marks, but At- 
torneys O’Shea and Burnett will note 
an appeal. Marks is wanted in Ohio 
for an alleged burglary involving about 
$25,000 worth of jewels. 


Ball Park Street 
Change Is Opposed 


The Capital Traction Co, filed a 
vigorous protest yesterday in the United 
States District Court against having to 
help pay for a street improvement 
which was designed mainly to lessen 
an automobile traffic jam which occurs 
every time a baseball game is played 
at the Griffith stadium.

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CHAMBERLIN’'S FLIGHT, 


Although Clarence D, Chamberlin did not 
reach his goal in the Columbia, he performed 
a marvelous. feat by flying from Roosevelt 
Field to Eiseleben, Germany, a distance of 
3,900. miles, the longest flight ever made. But 
for Lindbergh's achievement, first and ,most 
perfect: of: oceanic flights, the feat performed 
by Chamberlin would be still more astonishing. 
It is one of the finest examples of daring di- 
rected: by skill that has ever been recorded. 

CHamberlin and his companion, Levine, met 
with good flying conditions most of the way, 
but near the end of their journey they en- 
countered both rain and fog. After they re- 
sumed their flight from LHiseleben they made 
‘sufficient distance to have reached Berlin if 
they had not lost their way. Their courage 
and endurance deserve the high praise that is 
expressed on both sides of the ocean. 

The horizon of human accomplishment has 
been pushed back by the achievement of Lind- 
bergh and Chamberlin, both American boys, 
flying American-made planes. After these ex- 
ploits it is unwise to predict the limits of hu- 
man flight, because the exploits in themselves 
- will sour inventors and engineers to develop 
still better engines and planes, as well as 
exciting the spirit of emulation in airmen of 
all nations. At present the United States basks 
in double glory, but its honors may be short- 
lived. Only the most strenuous effort will 
keep this country at the forefront of aviation; 
and American airmen can not afford to rest 
on the laurels of Lindbergh and Chamberlin. 

A better knowledge: of weather conditions 
- across the Atlantic will be necessary before air- 
plane trips will be safe, granting that planes 
and filers are now equal to the demands made 
upon them. It is noticeable that the human 
element stood the strain as well as the ma- 
chines. Probably both Lindbergh and Cham- 
berlin could have: made hundreds of miles 
more if their fuel supply had permitted. The 
limit of human endurance has not been found, 
and even after that limit has been reached, a 
substitution of pilots in midair would solve 
the problem. If machines can be built with 
sufficient fuel supply, there seems to be no 
reason why nonstop flights should not be made 
half way round the world. A world-encircling 
journey in two flights, within one week, is 
among the conceivable exploits of the not 
distant future, assuming favorable weather. 
conditions. But speed flights will give way 
to regular itineraries, not around the world, 
but between important cities separated by 
great distances. 

For his contribution to the science that is 
liberating mankind from the fetters of time 1nd 
space Clarence D. Chamberlin deserves a place 
alongside the pioneers who have in succession 
invented flight, crossed the channel, encircled 
the world, swung over the pole, and spanned 
the ecean. 


FRENCH TENNIS SUPREMACY, 


The supremacy of the United States in ten- 
nis appears to have come definitely to an end 
with the defeat of William T. Tilden -by Rene 
LaCoste on Sunday at St. Cloud. French 
ascendancy on the courts, sighted before this, 
was established when the American star, 
world’s champion for years on end, was de- 
feated again in a five-set match by his most 
dangerous rival. 

The ‘French threat had been apparent for 
the last two years, ‘but there was a feeling 
when Tilden went abroad that he had gained 
his second wind and intended.to reestablish 
his superiority. The easy, early. victories of 
the trip gave credence to the hope, but in the 
‘tInajor test Tilden was no longer the master.

A FLOOD COMMISSION. 


Rehabilitation of the flood zones continues 
immediately in the wake of the receding 
waters. In many sections cotton already is 
peeping above the newly enriched soil, upon 
which doubtless planters will. be able to ob- 
tain loans, After June 8 railway service will 
be restored to practically the entire delta zone, 
and lumber for repairing buildings can be 
shipped in by rail. Attention is also being 
centered upon the washed-out highways, with 
the intention of getting them into shape as 
soon as possible. 

One ig reminded of the st6ries of the 
peasants who maintain their homesites upon 
the side of Vesuvius. After each eruption 
they hasten to. rebuild and replant, up to the 
very edge of the lava. Today Mississippi 
Valley planters and farmers are following in 
the wake of the receding torrent, reestablish- 
ing upon the same foundations all. that was 
swept away by the waters. Here, however. 
the parallel ceases. Vesuvius is uncontrollable, 
while the Mississippi can be controlled. There- 
fore the return to this richest of all farmlard 


time steps must be taken to preclude a repeti- 
tion of the 1927 floods. 

Although the floods have been recurring 
for many years, for the first time the Nation 
realizes that they are a matter of universal 
concern. Effective control is a matter for 
congressional action. The flood control con- 
ference,.the sessions of which were brought 
to a conclusion on Saturday in Chicago, made 
this clear in no uncertain terms. It wilil 
memorialize the President to this effect, and 
petition him to call a conference of experts 
in the delds of( engineering, conservation, 
geology, finance and agriculture for the pur- 
pose of formulating, in conjunction with gov- 
ernmental agencies, a permanent flood control 
program- which would forever solve the 
problem. 

No time is to be lost if a plan is to be 
formulated in time for action by Congress 
next winter. Army engineers should have 
the benefit of the advice of competent men 
in every branch of the problem. A national 
commission should be selected and ap- 
pointed: by the President without delay. 


WATER POLLUTION. 


The water by which Manhattan Island is 
surrounded can not be used with safety, New 
York health authorities have decided, by either 
human beings or fishes. Warning has been 
issued that the beaches contiguous to the 
island are not fit for bathing, and tons of 
water have to be brought to the aquarium esch 


play there. “Pollution of the waters is given 
as the reason for these safeguards. 

A similar situation exists in the vicinity of 
any big city located on or near a body of water. 
The danger is apparent, for the time may come 
when the condition of the streams will form 
a serious menace to health. Stagnant or pol- 
luted water, even when not used for drinking 
purposes, provides most fertile ground for the 
propagation of all sorts of germs. 

Washingtoh itself must find the answer. 
Local authorities have long expressed the 
‘opinion that certain portions of the Potomac 
can not be used with safety for swimming. 
The growth of the city has only served to in- 
crease the area of the surrounding water in 
which this holds true. The refuse of a city, 
even the size of Washington, can not be 
dumped close to it without unpleasant conse- 
quences. When the conditions are multiplied 
by the millions of .nhabitants which some of 
the larger cities possess there is indeed cause 
for alarm. 


THE NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The Public Buildings Commission has given 
final approval to the plans for expansion of 
the Department of Agriculture quarters on the 
south side of the Mall. Not only will a five- 
story marble -structure connecting the two 
wings of the main building be constructed, 
but the first two wings of a proposed extensible 
building on the south side of B street also will 
be completed. Nothing further has been done, 
however, regarding the style of the other 
buildings that ultimately will be located with- 
in the Mall-Avenue triangle. The latter ques- 
tion will be taken up at a meeting of the 
commission to be held June 16. 


have been presented. Last fall the commis- 
sion approved plans for separate structures. 
Subsequently, however, it was suggested that 
all buildings within the triangle be constructed 
with a continuous facade along the Avenue, 
proken only by archways over the streets that 
will run through the Mall. Both plans have 
points of superiority, and there has been no 
indication as to which the commission will 
favor. 

In the meantime. however, Washington i: 
pleased that ground is to be broken immediate- 
ly for the first new buildings in the $50,000,000 
Federal building program. It will take some 
time to finish the details and begin actual con- 
struction, but the last obstacle standing in the 
way of new buildings for the Department of 
Agriculture has been removed. ‘Inception c 
the program should be almost as impressive 
a moment as its completion, years hence, will 
be.

MOUNTING COSTS OF GOVERNMENT. 


The cost of operating the ‘great corporation 
known as the United States, including State, 
county and local divisions thereof, during the 
year 1925 reached the aggregate of $11,124,- 
000,000, according to the report of the Indus- 
trial Conference Board, which has just com- 
pleted its survey. 

When the late Thomas B. Reed “remarked 
that “this isa billion dollar country” he prob- 
ably did not dream that within-30 years the 
cost of maintaining the Federal Government 
alone would reach a figure four times as great 


‘as the total appropriations of the Fifty-fifth 


Congress. Yet the Treasury paid out during 
1924 a total of $4,121,000,000. The reduction 
in the following year, which “was a result of 
administrative economy, brought the Federal 
disbursements down to $3,765,000,000. But 
that sum represents only a fraction of the cost 
of conducting such a country as the Unite. 
States, for in the same year the various 


‘State governments expended $1,530,000,000, 


and in addition local governments, such as 
municipal, county, school district and other 
administrative bodies, disposed of $5,829,- 
000,000 more. 

While the Federal Government cost the tax- 
payers less in 1925 than in 1924 by $356,000,- 

. 4 . 

000, the expenditures for the entire country 


| were the largest in history, as State, munici- 


pal and other local agencies increased their ex- 
penditures during the same period by nearly 
$500,000,000, thus wiping out completely the 
saving effected by the Federal authorities. 

The Industrial Conference Board finds an 
ever-increasing expenditure in State and local 
governments is due to the fact that they gen- 
erally followed exactly the opposite course 
from that laid out by the Federal authorities, 
“spending more from year to year and bor- 
rowing whatever they need to make up the 
discrepancy between tax collections and ex- 
penditures.”” And there is no present indica- 
tion of any let-up in the ever-increasing dia- 
bursements of State, municipal and other local 
governments. 

While it is pointed out that these debts 
mean an increasing burden of interest charges, 
which, together with the principal, must even- 
tually be paid out of the poekets of the tax- 
payer, there is no suggestion that the public 
works, schools, hospitals, eleemosynary insti- 
tutions and improved roads, for which those 
debts were created, have not added to the 
health and comfort, and even to the wealth 
of the people, who are the debtors, and it is 
not at all likely that the report of the Indus- 
trial Conference Board will cause either ex 
citement or fear among those who are privi- 
leged to read the details. This is something 
more than a “billion dollar country” today, 
and its inhabitants will pay more attention to 
the achievements of its air heroes than to all 
the pessimistic financial essays of the com- 
bined statisticians of the world. 


LABOR TO INSURE ITSELF. 


The launching of organized labor into the 
field of life insurance will be celebrated on 
Wednesday of next week, when Matthew Woll, 
vice president of the American Federation of 
Labor, who is the president of the Union Labor 
Life Insurance Co., will formally open the 
headquarters of the new organization in its 
home in Connecticut avenue. 

This new organization is unique in that 
every shareholder is directly identified with 
organized labor. The stock is held by the 
American Federation of Labor, by interna- 
tional labor unions, State federations of labor, 
city locals and individual trade unionists. 

Before doing business it is necessary to 
secure authority from. the individual States. 
I'welve of the State insurance departments 
have already acted favorably upon the appli- 
cation of the company for permission to write 
policies upon‘ citizens of those States, and it 
is expected that formal arrangements 
every other State as well as with Canada will 
have been secured within another month. Thus 
far no organization for the soliciting of 
business has been started, although many re 
quests for policies have already been re- 
ceived. 

The plan of the company differs from that 
of the old line companies in that it appeals 
directly to special needs of organized workers 
for insurance, and there is apparent a decided 
interest among farmers in'the new venture. 

Organized labor has heretofore demonstrated 
that among its officers there is executive ability 
great enough to conduct “big business” oper- 
ations by the manner in.which labor banks in 
several States have been organized and suc: 
cessfully conducted, and there is no reason why 
labor should not be equally successful in the 
management and conduct of an insurance or- 
ganization. That the interest in the new 
movement is widespread is demonstrated by 
the fact that the holders of the 15,000 shares 


of the capital stock are located in every State’ 


of the Union, every province in Canada, the 
Hawaiian Islands, the Canal Zone and Porto 
Rico.

petals. In any event, you should seize 
the opportunity to express admiration 
for the little yellow flower’s dogged 
persistence. Of course, most of us will 
agree that Taraxacu.: officinale (as 
they call the dandelion in the bovwny 
books) is much prettier when viewed 
on the neighbor’s yards than on our 
own; but it is « rugged, game little 
thing anywhere it makes its appear- 
ance, nodding its golden head in tan- 
talizing derision at our efforts to ex- 
terminate it. After all the “better 
yards” movements, it’s almost exasper- 
ating to refiect that on no previous 
spring has the dandelion seemed to 
have a more thorough command of the 
situation than in 1927. We can’t call 
it a@ plague. It does very little harm, 
except to our conception of a smooth, 
green. velvety lawn, and if it were sud+- 
denly to become rare. we have an idea 
we would regard it with the same 
fondness with which we worshipfully 
contemplate the orchid. Please under- 
stand us, we holc no brief for Taraxa- 
cum as a lawn flower It doubtless de- 
serves its status of outlaw, and it takes 
a good deal of policing to keep it under 
control. But, in .. way it is pretty, and 
as “greens” its foliage 1s fully as pleas- 
ing as kale and spinach We can’t feel 
as bitterly toward the dandelion as it 
feels upon our tongue, even with co- 
pious drafts of seasoning vinegar.

Comedy of Theatrical Life 
Unfolded on Historic Stage 
Before Large Audience.

In this comedy of show business, the 
National Theater Players find a play 
admirably suited to their style—and 
they‘ romp away with it much in the 
fashion that the original company did 
last year on Broadway, after a premiere 
here in Washington. 

Two players have unusual opportunl- 
ties tn “The Butt>r and Egg Man.” 
William Phelps, in the title role, works 
with the ease and precision of Greg- 
ory Kelly, who first had the part. John 
Glynn McFarlane, as the hard-boiled 
theatrical producer, out to trim the 
wide; wide world, and his brother, is 
by far better than in any role he has 
had this season, with the possible ex- 
ception of “The Deacon,” in the card- 
sharp drama of several weeks back. 

When “The Butter and Egg Man” 
first came to the boards there were all 
sorts of sorry predictions for its fu- 
ture. It would be a failure, the ex- 
perts said, because people outside the 
theater might misunderstand the con- 
versation. Its jargon and diatribe were 
unfamiliar to the ordinary run of the 
populace, theatrical folk feared. The 
play, nevertheless, ran a year on 
Broadway—and rightly so. It is cut 
from good cloth; comedy that hits on 
all cylinders. 

In the vernacular, a butter and egg 
man is one who puts up the coin. In 
the play, a youngster, fresh from the 
city of Chillicothe, Ohio, hits New York 
with a bank roll and an ambition to 
break into the theatrical game. He is 
not long finding “a taker.” What hap- 
pens after that is worth the price of 
admission any time, any place; espe- 
cially at the National, where the play- 
ers, the first time out, carry on with 
the tempo of those who might have 
been playing all season in the same 
work. ’ 

Knowing the theater as he does, 
George Kaufman selected outstanding 
types as characters, and these fall into 
good hands, especially in the case of 
Mrs. Hibbard and Katheryn Givney, 
who plays to perfection a former vau- 
deville artist married to the theatrical 
producer. The play, though, belongs to 
Billy Phelps, crowded for honors as he 
is by John McFarlane. 

There is, in the land of the theater, 
a philosophy, to wit, “Live and let live; 
but never give a sucker an even break.” 
Since this play is woven around that 
pivotal point, with the so-called easy 
mark getting the best of it in the end, 
it follows the traditions of successful 
playwrighting. The public never tires 
of seeing the mighty tumble from their 
thrones. It delights in the underdog 
having his day. The big butter and

RETURN OF SNYDER 
PREMIUMS FOUGHT 


Court Order Grants Permis- 
sion to Give Back Amount 


Paid on Life Policies. 


New York, June 6 (By A. P.).—The 
Prudential Insurance Co. obtained an 
order today from Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Scudder permitting it to return 
premiums paid on two policies on the 
life of the late Albert Snyder, murdered 
magazine art editor. 

The action was taken with a view to 
canceling the policies, one for $5,000 
and one for $45,000, the latter provid- 
ing for double indemnity in case Sny- 
der died from violence or accident. The 
policies were taken out by Mrs. Snyder, 
now awaiting execution with Henry 
Judd Gray for the murder of her hus- 
band. 

Edgar F. Hazleton, counsel for Mrs. 
Snyder, said his client would refuse the 
proffer and would contest the effort of 
the company to have the policies can- 
celed.

| HOW TO KEEP WELL

HERE IS A DIET FOR PELLAGRA. 

T is generally thought that pellagra 
| will follow malaria into the garbage 

can. In most sections of the coun- 
try malaria already has been wiped off 
the map. Dr. C. B. Johnson says the 
last great endemic wave of malaria in 
Illinois was in 1870. However, there 
are still twelve counties in the State, 
each with one or more nests of the dis- 
ease. 

The other States about duplicate this 
history. When a comparatively young 
man, Oliver Wendell Holmes won a 
prize with an essay on the disappear- 
ance of malaria from New England. 
Somewhere in the United States now 
there is a man who will live to see the 
disappearance of malaria from _ the 
United States. He may write an es- 
say and win a prize. 


Pellagra has disappeared from Italy. 
It has disappeared from parts of Ameri- 
ca, where it was rampant about 1910. 
But there are other sections from which 
it has not disappeared. 

The North Carolina Health Depart- 
ment bulletin says the people of that 
State had a pellagra death rate of 16 
per 100,000 population. In 1923, it was 
8.3. The death rate from typhoid fever 
was about 8 in 1926. In that State 
pellagra is twice as deadly as typhoid. 
Comparing pellagra with the contagious 
diseases, such as smallpox, diphtheria, 
cholera and scarlet fever, it is found 
that consumption and pneumonia are 
the only two that surpass it in im- 
portance. In North Carolina and in 
many regions it will be several years 
yet before pellagra will go on the dump. 


Whatever else may operate to cause 
the disease. it is known that a proper 
diet will prevent it; and @ somewhat 
similar diet will cure many cases of 
it. The Goldberger diet to prevent it 
follows: 

Breakfast—Sweet milk daily. Boiled 
oatmeal with butter, or with milk ev- 
ery other day. Boiled hominy grits or 
mush with a meat gravy, or with milk. 
every other day. Light bread or biscuit 
with butter daily. 

Dinner—A meat dish (beef, stew, 
hash, pot roast, ham or shoulder of 


pork, boiled or roast fowl, broiled or 
fried fish, or creamed salmon or codfish

cakes, &c.) at least every other day. 
Macaroni with cheese, once a week. 
Dried beans.(boiled cowpeas,-with or 
without a little meat), two or three 
times a week. Potatoes (Irish or sweet), 
four or five times a week. Rice, two or 
three times a week, on days with the 
meat stew or the beans. Green vege- 
tables (cabbage, collards, turnip greens, 
Spinach, snap beans or okra), three or 
four times a week. Cornbread daily. 
Buttermilk daily. 

Supper—Light bread or biscuit daily. 
Milk (sweet or buttermilk) daily. 
Stewed fruit (apples, peaches, prunes, 
apricots), three or four times a week on 
days when there is no green vegetable 
for dinner. Peanut butter, once or 
twice a week. Syrup, once or twice a 
week. 

To cure a case of pellagra give the 
same diet but supplement it with larger 
quantities of lean meats, milk and eggs, 
and give yeast, in some of the several 
ways yeast is given. 

This diet to prevent pellagra contains 
very little fat. Fat meats, such as mid- 
dling, side meat and bacon, are not 
used because they are rich in fat. Some 
vegetable fat and some milk fat are 
made use of. 


DANGER IN FOOD POISONING. 
Mrs. C. B. writes: Will you write 
something about ptomaine poisoning in 
your column? 
Just how is it caused? 


Are all canned foods likely to 
cause it? 
Is it a deadly poison? 
REPLY. 
You must not use the word 


“ptomaine.” It is not done now. We 
speak of food poisoning. 

There are many causes of food 
poisoning. Botulinus is very deadly; 
the other kinds are less so. 


As between canned and other foods, 1 
should say the former is more likely to 
cause botulinus poisoning and less 
likely to cause most other forms. 

The danger of botulinus poisoning is 
greatest with canned spinach, corn and 
porrng It occurs rarely with other

A SUMMER PROBLEM. 


VEN a thing as inherently natural 
E as the elimination of some of the 
body’s waste through the pores, 
can be civilized. And it seems that 
the advent of summer, when sensitive 
people suffer both from being afflicted 
and inflicted is a good time to- discuss 
it. 
The pores of the body perform a very 
important part in the discarding of 
waste matter from the body. Perspira- 
tion is healthy action of certain glands. 
Excess perspiration, or entire absence 
of it, shows a derangement of this 
normal function, while obnoxious per- 
spiration indicates an imperfect condi- 
tion of the blood—usually hyperacidity. 
In the case of hyperacidity, it is im- 
perative that one look to one’s diet. 
Plenty of citrus fruit should be eaten, 
vegetables having an iron content, milk 
and buttermilk, and plenty of cool (not 
cold) water should be taken. Regulate 
the amount of heating foods in your 
diet. Reduce or omit the quantity of 
meat you usually eat. Starches, fried 
foods, all the betes noire of the over- 
weight, should be avoided. 

Nerves are usually incidental to this 
condition, for, as you perhaps know, 
any excitement causes overwork of the 
glands engaged-in excretion. The wise 
thing to do, then, is to keep one’s mind 
as reposed as possible. Plenty of sleep, 
fresh air, mild exercise, regular evacua- 
tions—all these are marvelous levelers. 

About the little niceties of the toilet 
in coping with this problem, I feel 
that they are so obvious as almost to 
elimimate the necessity of repeating 
them, Clothes, of course, must be care- 
fully cleaned or washed and aired after 
being worn. .- When a bodice is not 
transparent, removable rubberized silk 
pieces can be sewed to the armhole, In 
this way, many a delicate frock has 
been saved from ruin, for perspiration 
is apt to discolor any fabric and al- 
ways leaves an unsightly ring. 

After the bath, apply a deodorant 
‘that you know to be safe and efficient. 
Nonperspirants are not harmful when 
on small areas of the skin, and they 
are certainly a boon. 

The woman who does not perspire at 
all may consider herself lucky during 
the summer months. However, the fact 
remains that not to perspire-at all is

Net railway operating income of the 
Class 1 railroads in April totaled $73,- 
627,248, which for that month was at 
an annual rate of return of 4.36 per 
cent on their property investment, ac- 


cording to reports made public yester- 
day by the Bureau of Railway Eco- 
nomics. In April, 1926,-their net rail- 
Way operating income was $75,881,708, 
or 4.61 per cent on their property in- 
vestment. 

The compilation as to earnings in 
April is based on reports from 183 class 
1 railroads representing a total mileage 
of 238,187 miles. Gross operating reve- 
mues amounted to $498,427,865, com- 
pared, with $500,489,191 in April, 1926, 
or a decrease of four-tenths of 1 per 
cent. Operating expenses in April to- 
taled $384,667,987, compared with $385,- 
782,021 in the corresponding month 
last year, Or a decrease of three-tenths 
of 1 per cent. 

Class 1 railroads in April paid $30,- 
389,190 in taxes. This brought the total 
tax bill of the class 1 railroads for the 
first four months in 1927 to $119,481,- 
917, an increase of $947,380, or eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent above the corre- 
sponding period in 1926. 

Thirty-four of the railroads operated 
at a loss in April, of which fourteen 
were in the Eastern district, three in 
the Southern and seventeen in the 
Western district.

Lacoste’s singles triumph over Tilden, 
and the victory of the Cochet-Brugnon 
team in the doubles again has aroused 
French hopes of Davis cup conquest in 
the United States in September. Pierre 
Gillou, Davis cup team leader, was en- 
thusias@c enough after the doubles 
to announce that Cochet and Brugnon 
would be paired in this feature of play 
with Lacoste and Borotra assigned to 
the singles tasks. 

Both French pairs apparently have 
lifted their game several notches. The 
Cochet-Brugnon combination today 
produced some sparkling tennis and 
served notice, according to Gillou, that 
France no longer can be regarded as 
inferior in doubles.

With approval accorded final plans 
for the Agriculture Department's ex- 
pansion yesterday, by the Public Bulld- 
ings Commission, work may be started 
this summer on this project, probably 
Tfira4t of a $50,000,000 Federal building 
program for Washington.

Senator Smoot has set June 16 as a 
time limit for final discussion of the 
question of arrangement of other build- 
ings in the triangle north of the Mall, 
either as separate structures, or a single 
structure with arched traffic ways rim- 
ming the triangle. Private architects 
who have been studying arrangement 
plans with Treasury officials are ex- 
pected to report at this time. 

Although no definite decision was 


reached, indications are that Center | 


Market site, selected by the Fine Arts 
Commission two weeks ago for the 
projected Department of Justice Build- 
ing, to be moved from Fourteenth, Fif- 
teenth, Pennsylvania avenue and D 
street, to avoid traffic congestion; would 
be adhered to.

CITY-WIDE TRAFFIC 
COUNT BEGINS TODAY 


Eighty Students Start 10-Day 
Check; Data Needed for 
Road Plans. 


The city-wide traffic count, demand- 
ed by the National Capital Park and 
Pianning Commission a fortnight ago, 
will begin today under the auspices 


of the Traffic Department of the Dis- 
trict government. 

Eighty students and others have been 
instructed in how to check volume. of 
traffic, and they’ will be assigned, four 
to a corner downtown and one to a 
corner uptown. They will work for 
ten days. The plan is to have them 
compile figures for some 400 corners. 
The hours in which count will be made 
are from 7 to 11 a. m. and from 3 to 7 
p. m. daily. No plans have been an- 
nounced for survey of traffic in the 
evening or at noon. 

The park and planning body wanted 
the count made, according to their com- 
munication to the District Commis- 
sioners, not only to supply the director 
of traffic with data for his work, but 
also to obtain information for use in 
highway planning, zoning,’ location of 
parks and playgrounds and other ac-~ 
tivities.

AT DUPONT CIRCLE 


Whitehurst Wants District to 
Reimburse W. R. & E. Co. for 
$87,000 Expenditure. 


STREET WIDENING PLANS 
EXPLAINED TO COUNCIL 


Assistant Engineer Also Pro- 
poses Estimate of $70,- 
000 for 57 Motor Trucks. 


Capt. H. C. Whitehurst. assistant to 
the engineer commissioner, proposes 
that the District shall pay the $87,000 
the Washington Railway & Electric Co 
refuses to pay to relocate the street 
car tracks in a widened roadway arounc 
the south and west half of Dupont clir- 
cle. This was revealed yesterday be- 
fore the Citizens Advisory Council, 
sitting in consideration of the local 
budget for 1929. 


Some weeks ago Capt. Whitehurst. 
who has administrative charge of the 
highway department, advanced to the 
commissioners the idea that cutting 
five feet from the central parking in- 
side the circle, removing the sidewalk 
there, moving the car tracks over 
against the inner curb and making tie 
increased width all available for vehi- 
cles Outside the street car tracKs, would 
materially reduce congestion of traffic 
at that point. 

Accordingly the commissioners re- 
quested the Public Ut‘ilities Commis- 
sion to approach the street car com- 
pany on its willingness to move its 
tracks. The company promptly replied 
that it would not, inasmuch as the 
cost would be $87,000 and the added 
return nothing. 


$210,000 for Street Widening. 


Capt. Whitehurst has continued to 
urge the plan nevertheless and yester- 
day he told the council that part of 
the $2,415,000 he is asking for high- 
way betterments in 1929, compared 
with $1,680,000 appropriated for the 
Same purposes in 1928, consists of 
$210,000 for street widening. ‘The 
major item in the proposed gtreet 
widening program is $110,000 to widen 
the circle roadway. Of the latter sum 
$87,000 is to move the company’s 
tracks. 

He stated that there might be some 
Salvage, ‘because the company would 
s00n have to renew the same tracks 
and that perhaps it would bear that 
part of the expense. 

The other streets it is proposed to 
widen in 1928-1929 are Connecticut 
avenue, from. M street to the Circle. 
$60,000, and Seventeenth street north- 
west, between H and K streets, $40,000. 


Wants Funds; Has No Garages. 


Capt. Whitehurst also told of a plan 
by the highway department to buy 57 
motor trucks for $70,000 to eliminate 
the renting of that many for 250 days 
each year, thus saving $45,000 a year 
on maintenance. It now costs $154,000 
@ year to rent trucks for street work. 
Even after buying 57 trucks, some 
would have to be rented for peak-load 
periods. But, although the department 
asks for money for the trucks it asks 
in. the estimates for no money for 
garage space to house them. Capt. 
Whitehurst said there is no space 
available for that purpose. 

Urging approval of an appropriation 
of $178,000 to repair the floor of High- 
way Bridge, Capt. Whitehurst said that 
if it is not done soon the bridge floor 
will be beyond repairing and the huge 
cost of a new bridge will have to be 
borne, 


$250,000 for Klingle Bridge. 


There is an item in the estimates of 
$250,000, half the cost of a new Klingle 
road bridge in Connecticut avenue. 
Capt. Whitehurst said he hoped, in- 
stead, an appropriation of $350,000 
would be included for a new structure 
to replace the old Chain bridge, which, 
he says, soon will have to be closed to 
traffic unless rebuilt, whereas. the 
Klingle bridge structure is sound and 
it is to be refloored this year. 

The reason for delay in replacing 
Chain bridge, he said, is to be found in 
the refusal of Virginia authorities to 
share the expense. The council ques- 
tioned Capt. Whitehurst about omission 
from the estimates of an item for elim- 
ination of a grade crossing in view of 
the program of the commissioner’s to 
eliminate one each year until all were 
gone. He said he-could not explain the 
omission. 

Sanitary Engineer J. B. Gordon ex- 
plained estimates of the sewer depart- 
ment and Maj. W. E. R. Covell, assistant 
to the engineer commissioner, appeared 
for the electrical department. The coun- 
cil will meet every day this week from 
2:30-to 5:30 p. m.
